The Corporate Practice Act 


The Corporate Practice Act has been passed by the General Assembly of the 
State of Illinois. This follows the passage of similar acts passed in 14 other states 
and it is to be presumed that it will be followed by many other states passing 


similar acts. 


The intent of the law is to permit professional men to incorporate under the 
corporation laws of the State to give the advantage to professional men taxwise 
which has been made available to employees of corporations. 

The tax implications are that professional men would become employees of 
the association and participate in pension plans. 

A Dental Society Committee, with Harold Epstein as Chairman and Paul 
Brown and Edward Kritzke as members, has had the matter under study for 
some time and now awaits a clarification of several items before reporting its 
findings and recommendations. In the meantime do not get impatient and get 


involved with some project which may not prove to be the most satisfactory.—
